S. C. LIVING 
COSTS GAIN
Advance Begun in April, 

1934 Continues

  laving costs In Southern Call- 
fornia,' 1 taken in the aggregate, 
continue a rather steady rise 
that began In April, 1934, but 
under present circumstances 
should rise less rapidly In the 
next six months. Such is the 
observation and prediction of 
the Southern California Business 
Review In the October issue. 

Foods in this area show a 
slight downward trend in costs, 
and are still 12 percent below 
a dozen other metropolitan cen­ 
ters in the country; according to 
the Review. The furniture mar­ 
ket, increasing about seven per­ 
cent since March, seems fairly 
"t-thliized at present and should 
remain at the present level for 
some time. 

Women's clothing has advanc­ 
ed In cost some eight percent, 
while men's clothing has shown 
little change. Both men's and 
women's shoes have advanced 
materially, and as a whole, the 
c othlng In the general living 
cost index shows an increase of 
20 percent over the depression 
low, though still 12 percent un­ 
der 1920 levels, the survey re­ 
vealed. Other costs, including 
rents, transportation, recreation, 
etc., have' risen materially In re­ 
cent months, which accounts for 
the general upward trend in the 
cost of living index.

miles, the Los Angeles 'board ol 
education has declined to pro­ 
vide this gratis service and Is 
not bound by any law to do so 
The board has said the cost 
would be prohibitive. It agrees 
that the distance Is excessive 
but has announced that It would 
only furnish free transportation 
to those unable to pay. 

From Hippy's and Webb's 
statements, it was evident thai 
the only recourse Is to have the 
state legislature change the 
statutes regarding school trans­ 
portation. Webb's opinion, while 
not based on the Walteria <5ase, 
was about a similar situation in 
Stskiyou county. 

"About the only thing we can 
do now," .Mayor Stanger said, 
"is to give the Walteria people 
those opinions. That is as far 
as we can go In the matter."

Women WPA 
Workers Laid 
Off In County

More than 2000 womeft with 
dependent children have been 
laid Off of their Works Progress 
Administration jobs in Los An­ 
geles county, and an additional 
800 were to be   laid off this 
week, according to information 
released from the Los Angeles 
offices of the WPA. 

This move is in accordance 
with the workings. of the Fed­ 
eral Social Security Act and only 
those .who are eligible for aid 
are being transferred. In this 
Instance women who have de­ 
pendent children under the age 
of 16 are affected. A recent 
survey has revealed that the de­ 
pendent children are receiving 
Inadequate attention while their 
mothers have been working with 
the WPA. Fourteen Torrance. 
women were dismissed from 'the 
sewing project here. 

Children Gauge Pay 
Until the time -in the near 

future wheh they shall start re­ 
ceiving aid from the Social 
Security Act, the women will be 
transferred to the L. A. C. R. A. 
The relief they are to receive 
from the L. A. C. R. A. will de­ 
pend on the number of their de­ 
pendent children. 

A woman with one child less 
than three years of age will re­ 
ceive $27; with a child three to 
Five years of age, $28;33; with, 
two children, 'three to five and 
six to eight, $37.26; two children, 
14 to 16 and nine to 13, $4136, 
and so on. In addition to this 
they are eligible to receive sur­ 
plus commodities such as cloth- 
Ing and garden produce. 

As a result the women will 
receive approximately the same 
amount of compensation as they 
had been receiving while work­ 
ing with the WPA but allowance 
Is being made for the fact that 
they will be spared the expense 
of hiring caretakers for their 
children and paying carfare, 
lunches and other expenses, it 
was pointed out.
